It gives people a chance to see and 
. know the kind of stock that a man is 

breeding and paves the way for fu- 
ture business. ° 

It is essential that special care and 
attention be given dairy animals far 
in advance of the time that they are 
to be exhibited or sold. Exhibiting 
or selling animals publicly in their 
every day clothes is poor advertising 
and puts them at a disadvantage 
when. the competition is keen, It

Putting on the finishing touches 


provides desirable quarters. Contin« 
uous blanketing helps keep the anl- 
mal clean, sweats|the hide, thus im- 
proving its handling’ qualities and 
makes the hair lay to the body. The 
blanket need not be expensive but 
it must be tied on securely. 

Every dairy animal that is to be 
exhibited should have the hair 
clipped from the entire ‘body about 
three weeks’ previous to the date of 
the show or sale. This will get rid 
of the old hair and allow a new, 


even growth to develop which will 


greatly improve the'appearance and 
increase the selling value of the 
animal,
